Wednesday morning at the advanced age 
of 84 years, one month and twenty-onr. 
days.

Samuel C. Foltz, aged 33 years, residing 
at 330 Montgomery street, died at 11:30 
o'clock Wednesday morning at the 
St 
Joseph hospital from injuries which he 
suffered in a fall from a hay wagon at 
his brother's farm near Areola Saturday 
evening. 
He lived four days with a frac- 
tured vertebra. 
He passed away just a 
few minutes before he was to be taken to 
the operating room.

Although from press dispatches and 
other sources it appeared that the Ger- 
man proposals were unsatisfactory, the 
situation was not regarded in well in- 
formed quarters as hopeless, much en- 
couragement being drawn from the fact 
that a tentative draft of the note was 
submitted to the American ambassador. 
This, it was believed, indicated that if 
the preliminary draft was not satisfac- 
tory, changes could be made designed 
to meet the American point of vieAv on 
submarine warfare. 


It was believed that President Wilson 
would today direct Secretary Lansing to 
instruct Ambassador Gerajd respecting 
the proposals already made.

Several storms that passed over the 
county last month took down much of 
the wheat and also corn, but the latter, 
it is said, will straighten up.

fashioned cradle in 
cutting places 
in 
their fields where the wheat was down 
on the ground. 
The rye liarvest is also 
beginning at the present time and re- 
ports on this crop show it to be about on 
an average.

United States government to secure dye- 
stuffs from Germany for American manu- 
facturers have reached a deadlock which 
appears unbreakable, and ofiioials today 
expressed little hope of an arrangement 
being made which v/ould give this coun- 
try a supply of German-made colors. 


State department offcials will continue 
their nogotiationg but it is practically 
certain that Germany will not permit the 
exportation of dyestuffs unless some ar- 
rangement i.s made which will give Ger- 
many a much needed supply of American 
cotton.

I BOMBS WERE FOUND

Plot to Wreck Vessel Carry- 
ing American Autos and 
Grrain to French. 


New York, July 7.—H. C. Hill, Euro- 
pean representative of an American au- 
tomobile company that has made large 
shipments 
of 
military 
automobiles 
to 
the allies arrived 
here 
today on the 
Espagne and said that a British 
ship, 
loaded here in May for Havre, with 
i 
cargo of automoiiles and grain for the 
French army 
was found to 
have 
two 
bombs on board when she reached her 
destination. 
I\Ir. Hill refused to give 
the name of the 4!iip, saying that to do 
so might hamper an investigation now 
under way. 
One of the bombs consist- 
ing, he said, of two metal cylinders, cap- 
ped with wax, was discovered in one of 
the automobile eases and the other in a 
sack of grain. 
One cylinder was filled 
with air the other with a highly in- 
flammable 
chemical. 


The bomb in the automobile case Mr. 
Hill said, was evidently designed to be 
exploded by the 
motion of the 
ship, 
causing the air and explosive to mix. 
I'nusually smooth passage, resulted in 
the failure of the nlot he thought. 
One 
of the boards of the automobile case 
had been pried loose and the bomb in- 
serted, probably at the time the case 
was placed aboard the ship. 


"It has also been found," said Mr. 
Hill, "that attempts to destroy or make 
useless automobiles shipped to the al- 
lies are frequent. 
We are compelled to 
keep at Havre a large force of mechan- 
ics to examine carefully each machine 
even before it is tested.

Stimulus of Travel Did Not 
Oifset Loss in Lower 
Fare Rates. 


Chicago, July 7.—Failure of predic- 
tions made in li)07, when passenger fares 
in many states were 
reduced to 
two 
cents per mile, that 
the 
lower 
fare 
would be more ihan offset by the stim- 
ulus to travel, was described in figures 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion today by forty-six railways which 
are asking permission to Increase inter- 
state passenger fares. 
L. E. Wetting, 
statistician for the railroads, was on the 
witness stand continuing the introduc- 
tion of evidence begun yesterday. 
He 
presented figures showing that the re- 
turn of property devoted to passenger 
service is only 2.37 per cent, while many 
roads operate at a deficit. 


"The reduction to two-cent fares," Mr. 
Wetting said, "brought no stimulus to 
travel such as Avas anticipated. 
On top 
of this failure of the growth of travel 
to hold its pace there was a gradual de- 
cline in the revenue. 


"Efforts at efficiency, to offset the ad- 
verse factors of rising costs and falling 
rates, although they have brought con- 
spicuous results, have not been able to 
succeed." 


The witness said that both services 
combined earned a net return equalling 
4.24 per cent on the value of the prop- 
erty. 
In the freight service, lie said, the 
return was 5.15 per cent, while the pas- 
senger service earned only 2.37 per cent 
an the value of the property devoted to 
passenger traffic on all fortj'-six rail- 
roads. 


"Only about one-half 
of 
the 
esti- 
mated increase of from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 in passenger revenues from 
the proposed advance in passenger rates 
would accrue," Mr. Wetting said, "un- 
less state fares as well as interstate are 
advanced, for almost 
half 
the 
total 
travel is whollv within one state.

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The Farm Loan Measure 


Washington dispatches say that much progress is being made in 
framing the farm loan measure to be proposed in connection with a 
rural credits bill when congress convenes in November. 
If is a de- 
velopment, of course, of the view held in many quarters that the 
government can render no more important service than to assist in 
the development of its now unused agricultural acres, and that while 
Uncle Sam is making an effort to help other classes he should not 
overlook the farmer, and those ambitious to become farmers. 


Briefly, the plan which is being fathered by the department of 
the Interior and the department of Labor purposes that the govern- 
ment lend to land buyers funds by which they may take up and pur- 
chase agricultural land on government reclamation projects, or other 
public lands, and the scheme provides for repayment on easy terms. 
First purpose of the movement is to assist those who desire to quit 
the congested cities by making it possible for them to embark in 
farming. It is contended that this will go far toward solving the 
problem of unemployment never entirely absent from the cities. 
It 
is proposed to operate the new system through departments of gov- 
ernment already in existence to eliminate overhead charges, and that 
the entire project be conducted on an economical plan to serve botli 
the government and the citizen alike. 
What congress will do Avith 
the plan is of course problematical, but there has been so persistent 
a demand for the rural credits legislation that the entire proposi- 
tion bids fair to be worked out in tangible fashion and given a trial 
at least. 


The splendidly enthusiastic fashion with which Fort Wayne and 
a goodly proportion of other citizens of Northern Indiana turned out 
to pay tribute to the Liberty bell during its stop in this city Tuesday, 
more than repaid the efforts of those who labored indefatigably to 
secure the Fort Wayne date for the hi.storic treasure. 
No event in 
recent years was marked by more popular interest, and the un- 
counted thousands who were privileged to catch a glimpse of the 
bell here will ne\'er forget it. 
To the young, particularly, the im- 
pression will be an enduring one. 
It will help to make very much 
more real to them the spirit of the letter of American history, and 
it was admirable on the part of the authorities to give the young the 
preference in position along the route traversed b}^ the bell. Liber- 
ty bell day was really worth while. 


And j\Iontpelier, too, has just supplied another striking sign of 
the times by wiping out her saloons by a majority of 18 votes at a 
local option election. 
Incidentally, the result makes all of Black- 
ford county " d r y " for the first time in seventy years. 
It requires no 
great stretch of the recollection, either, to hark back to the time 
when Montpelier was notoriously wide open, when anything 
one 
•wanted in the way of a game flourished there in undisturbed aban- 
don, and when neither the gaming nor the liquor fraternity allowed 
regard for law to disturb it to the smallest degree. In the Blackford 
county results the temperance forces have achieved one of the most 
notable victories in the history of the " d r y " movement in Indiana.

On Juno 30 there weie 81,608 auto- 
mobiles under license in the state, a 
gain of 26,608 over the same period of 
1914. 
'Already there are 15,000 
more 
registrations than 
there were during 
the whole of last year, and it is possi- 
ble that licenses for nearly 100,000 mo- 
tor cars will be issued before January 
1, 1916. Fees collected already this year 
amount to half a million dollars. 
A 
large part of this sum will be distrib- 
uted among the various 
counties for 
road improvement work. 
It is natural 
that thore should be a remarkable in- 
crease in the number of motor vehicles 
owned by citizens of India.na. 
In the 
state there are at least 600 dealers, and 
in Indianapolis, Kokomo, South Bend, 
Anderson, Muncie, Connersville and else- 
where there are manufacturing plants 
which, while serving the general market, 
inevitably tend to increase the local de- 
mand for cars. 


Trade has been depressed 
in some 
lines, and 
in others it has developed. 
Tlie 
automobile 
industry 
has 
been 
strangely affected. 
The war has oper- 
ated to strengthen some concerns, and 
to ruin others. The truck factories have 
been busy with European orders. 
Some 
touring car companies enjoying much 
export business have been compelled to 
retrench, or to seek new 
fields. 
One 
reason for the rapid increase in automo- 
biles in Indiana has been the reduction 
in price. 
The more numerous machines 
become the more business is affected, 
and some lines, especially those of spe- 
cialty and service, are certain to profit 


On June 1, according to a recent issue 
of the Scientific Ameriran, the number 
of automobiles in the United States for 
the first time reached 2,000,000. To run 
2.000,000 cars for one year requires at 
least 1,000.000,000 gallons of 
gasoline 
worth .$130.000,000; 20,000,000 gallons of 
lubricating oil, worth $8,000,000; 12,- 
000,000 tires, worth .$192.000,000; acces- 
sories to the value of $100,000,000, and 
garage and repair items amounting to 
$.300,000,000. On this basis, we may get 
some idea of the cost of 80,000 automo- 
biles to the people of this state for just 
one year.

While, of course, mere indictment does not establish 
guilt, the selection of the man to an appointive public place at this 
time will strike the average man as at least in shocking bad taste. 
Without directly saying as much, the appointive authorities have 
managed to convey a fairly clear impression of how they are dis- 
posed to regard those grand jury indictments.

Conference at Chicago Ex- 


pected to Result in 


Good for Each» 


Chicago, July 
7.—Bankers, 
farmers, 
educators from various state agricultu- 
ral schools and experts from the fed- 
eral department of agriculture met here 
today for the first session of 
a two 
days' conference on the relations 
be- 
tween bankers and farmers. 
Consider- 
ation of economic and practical difficul- 
ties in the extension of the work of the 
Agricultural Commission on the Amer- 
ican Bankers' association was taken up. 


F. B. Mumford, dean of the college of 
agriculture of the University of Mis- 
souiy, said that the farmers' problem 
was essentially economic. 


"The solution of the economics of ag- 
riculture as related to the actual busi- 
ness of farming, will carry with it the 
solution of many of the other prob- 
lems of the rural community," he said. 
"But because European countries pro- 
duce a much larger yield per acre than 
the United States, it does not neces- 
sarily follow that the American farmer 
would find it profitable or possible to 
produce yields as large or to bring un- 
der cultivation land relatively so poor. 
The factors of labor, price of product 
and many other conditions must be rec- 
ognized. 
But taking all factors into 
account, it remains true that the Amer- 
ican farmer can largely 
increase his 
profits, better maintain the fertility of 
the soil and incidentally materially in- 
crease crops." 


Prof. IMumford pointed out that the 
American farmers as a class have been 
slow to adopt new methods and told of 
the difficulties facing the agricultural 
colleges when the institutions try to 
get the results of 
their 
experiments 
adopted generally. 
He said that 
the 
bankers of the country "are peculiarly 
well situated to help in advancing the 
cause of better agriculture" and added: 


"Recent investigations 
have 
clearly 
indicated that agriculture in America is 
under-capitalized. 
The very first step 
in farm betterment required a much 
larger amount of capital in our agri- 
cultural operations than has been uti- 
lized in the past half century. 
Fer- 
tilizers cannot be purchased 
withous 
money and money cannot be obtained 
except through the 
bankers. 
Neither 
can the American farmer buy the best 
types of domestic 
animals 
without 
money. Tlie real reason in many cases 
why agricultural improvement has not 
been more rapid is because the farmer 
either has not been able to get money 
or did not feel justified in borrowing 
at current rates. 


"The bankers of America then 
can 
promote the cause of better agriculture 
by co-operating with the agricultural 
colleges, by promoting the locating of 
county a;;riciiltural agents and by loan- 
ing money at low rates for the pur- 
chase of fertilizers, building of silos, 
seeding to alfalfa, purchase of register- 
ed sires and for all other enterprises 
which have been demonstrated to he in 
the interests of a pernianently prosper- 
ous agriculture." 


Somewhat similar points 
were 
ad- 
vanced by H. L. Russell, director of the 
College of Agriculture of the University 
of Wisconsin. 
He devoted his paper to 
a discussion of the work of 
county 
agents and urged increased agricultural 
extension service by state schools.

DOPE SYNDICAIE IS 
PUl OUi£BUSIIIESS 


Long Terms Given Dispen- 
sers of Cocaine by Court 
at Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 7.—The oper- 
ations of an alleged "dope" syndicate 
on the west side, whiah is believed to 
have been in existence for a number of 
years, were brought to an end yesterday 
when three men were sentenced to long 
terms at the penal farm for selling co- 
caine and another man was given a 
heavy sentence for giving away cocaine. 


The men were convicted on the testi- 
mony of Fay DeWitt, 
25 
years old, 
326% West Washington street, a "dopo 
fiend," who said that one of the men 
had given her cocaine a few weeks ago 
and that she had paid the other three 
men from 50 cents to $1 a day for more 
than two years for drugs.

James Edmonson, 343 South Capitol 
avenue, was fined $250 and costs and 
sentenced to 180 days at the penal farm 
for giving away cocaine.

on the 
street 
Thursday night by Sergt. Ball 
and Patrolman Winkler. 
She was rav- 
ing because she was unable to obtain 
cocaine. 
She told the police that sho 
had bought and received narcotics of 
the four men. 
She collapsed in the pa- 
trol wagon on the night of her arrest 
while she was being taken to identify 


the men and was placeC in the narcotic 
ward at the City 
hospital 
for treat- 
ment. 


She escaped from the City hospital 
Sunday and was found Monday. 
The 
police held her as a witness against the 
men. 
The woman testified that she had 
bought 
cocaine 
from 
Reeder 
nearly 
every day for more than tw^o years and 
that she had bought 
the 
drug from 
Lewis or Robertson when Reeder was 
ill or out of the city. 
She said that 
Edmonson gave 
her 
cocaine 
a few 
weeks ago when she could not find Reefl- 
er. 


All of the men asserted that they 
would appeal their cases. 
Reeder's ap- 
peal bond was set 
at 
$5,000 and the 
bonds of the other men were set at .$2,-

Leland Stanford really is not a boat< 
iug college. 
It is a fresh water scliool 
back in the hills and under ordinai-y cir- 
cumstances the students would not con- 
sider rowing one of the possibilities oi 
athletic life. 


Yet Leland Stanford in 1912 sent a 
crew to Foughkeepsie that came peril- 
ously near capturing the event, only to 
go to pieces ttirough what was consid- 
ered bad judgment. 


Study conditions at Stanford. 
Tha 
"course" is ten miles from the campus. 
The crew is compelled to go eight miles 
by rail, then walk and carry parapher- 
nalia two miles 
to 
reach 
a narrow, 
muddy slough 
in which 
the shell 
placed. 


The regular coach of the team, Frank 
Guerina, lives in San Francisco and ia 
unable to devote his time to coachinc; 
the crew. 
Two and sometimes threo 
times a week he managed to run oufc 
and work with the crew men in the la- 
goon. 


But Leland Stanford never has for- 
gotten 1912. 
The showing of its ero\r 
in that race inspired 
hope 
that tha 
school could develop a winning crew. 


The number of boating men amono»

Iii'lianapolis, July 7.—Everj'- saloon- 
k('0]ior in Indianapolis today received 
written notico from the Indiana Law 
Eiiforrcnient and lioform league 
that 
ho must conduct liis business strictly 
accordinfr to law. 
The notice was mail- 
Wl from the longue's headquarters, 1503 
^fpri'hant.s Bank building, which is also 
the headquarters of the Indiana Brew- 
ers' association. 
The fact that the In- 
iliana brewers are supporting this new 
movement has already been publicly an- 
nounced. 


The letter of warning to the saloon- 
keepers states plainly that "unless the 
liijuor business can be changed to con- 
form to the demands of public opinion, 
prohibitiou will surely follow." It states 
further that a majority of the saloon- 
keepers of Indianapolis are known to 
be in favor of observing the law, but 
that the action of a few, or the worst 
element in the business, has brought all 
of the retail liquor dealers into dis- 
repute. 
"Remember the law violator is 
your worst enemy and you are under 
nf> obligation to protect him," continues 
the letter in urging saloon-keepers to 
assist in the movement by reporting any 
law violations upon the part of com- 
petitors. 


The warning to the Indianapolis sa- 
loon-keepers insists particularly 
that 
gambling and wine rooms should be dis- 
continued. 
It warns that drinks are 
not to be sold to minors, 
intoxicated 
]'ersons or habitual drunkards and that 
tlie saloons must remain closed on such 
days as the law requires. 
\^Tiile the 
entire tone of the league's letter is 
friendly, there is no mistaking the 
warning which is given to the Indian- 
apolis saloon-keepers. 


James C. Kelly, of the Indiana Brew- 
ers' association, who is also acting a^ 
temporary secretary of the new reform 
league, had little to say today rela- 
tive to the letter of warning except 
that the league "means business." 


"I am confident," said he, ^that a 
big majority of the saloon-keepers will 
co-operate with us in this movement. 
The few who continue to defy public 
opinion and to violate the liquor laws 
will surely come to grief. 
This is an 
absolutely independent 
movement, in 
which there will be no favorites of any 
sort. 
Further than asking the public 
to watch the results, I have 
predic- 
tions to make."

Three Positive Morgan's Assailant, Now 
Dead, Was Missing Wife-Slayer. 


Glencove, July 7.—Frank Holt, who 
attempted to taíce the life of J. P. Mor- 
gan and who 
committed suicide 
last 
night in the Mineaola jail was 
today 
identified as Erich Muenter, the Harvard 
instructor who disappeared after being 
indicted as the murderer 
of his wife. 
Leona, in Cambridge, IMass., in 1906. 
The identification was made by S. P. 
Smith, state detective of the district at- 
torney's 
office 
of 
iMiddlese.x 
coimty, 
iklass.' 
Theodore Hillier, an automobile 
man of ( ambridge, and A. T. Brown, a 
Boston newspaper man. 


Holt killed himself during the night 
by jumping twenty feet from an iron 
bar on the side of his cell to the con- 
crete ñoor. 
Today as a new phase in 
the case authorities are engaged in a 
seareJi for more than twenty-five pounds 
of dynamite known to have been deliv- 
ered to and unaccounted for by Holt. 


In the belief that the missing explo- 
sive might have been placed aboard a 
steamship leaving this port prior to last 
.Saturday 
a warning by Cvireless was 
spread over the 
Atlantic 
during the 
night by plants along the eastern sea- 
board. . 


The trunk 
found 
fast 
night in a 
storage room above a livery stable and 
garage on West Thirty-eighth street, in 
New York city 
contained 134 sticks— 
67 pounds -out of 200 sticks of dyna- 
mite known to have been shipped to and 
received by Holt under the alias of C. 
L. llendriJks at Syosset, L. I., recently. 


¡Six sticks were used, it seems estab- 
lished today, by Holt when he went to 
Washington. 
Three of these six sticks 
of dynamite were used, according to 
Holt's statement in making the bomb 
placed in the capitol; the other three 
sticks were found in a suit case and on 
the lawn of J. P. Morgan's estate. 


Much Unaccounted For. 


This would leave sixty sticks or thir- 
ty pounds of the explosive unaccounted 
for. 
Although Holt was quoted as say- 
ing that he had used the sixty sticks in 
his experiments, this statement was not 
believed. 
Nor did the condition of the 
premises at Central park indicate that 
explosives had been used, although it 
was believed possible that Holt might 
have destroyed several or the sticks in 
his experiments there. 


Where the remainder of this shipment 
was engaged practically the entire at- 
tention of the district attorney's detec- 
tives today. 
• 
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Although the autopsy performed on 
Holt's body 
early 
today 
by . Dr. Guy 
Cleghorn established definitely that his 
death was due to 
a 
fractured skull, 
Walter R. Jones, the coroner, said that 
he would hold an inquest into the man- 
ner in which Holt met his death. 
This, 
Mr. Jones said, was purely formal. 
Tells What Happened. 
Jeremiah O'Ryan, the keeper, who was 
on duty at Holt's cell when Holt com- 
mitted suicide, had recovered his com- 
posure today sufficient to give a con- 
nected story of what happened. 
O'Ryan 
said that he 
had been 
employed by 
Sheriff Pettit to guard the prisoner on 
the stipulation that he Avatch him from 
8 o'clock at night till 8 in the morning, 
Last night at the specified hopr O'Ryan 
went to the entrance of Holt's cell. Holt 
seemed to be cheerful. 


"I had some food today and managed 
to retain it in my 
stomach," O'Ryan 
says Holt told him. 
"I feel much bet- 
ter now, but I must 
get 
some sleep. 
These detectives have been coming m 
and asking me all kinds of questions 
and they have been bothering me day 
and night. 
I must get sleep. 
I have 
got an important statement to make 
tomorrow and I must be able to con- 
vince people that what 'I say is true." 


O'Ryan said he told Holt to go ahead 
and sleep and that Holt turned over on 
his side, with his back to O'Ryan and 
remained there for about an hour. 
At 
the end of that time O'Ryan heard a 
noise in the next corridor. 
He glanced 
at Holt and saw that he had changed his 
position so that he was facing the door, 
but 
apparently 
Holt 
was 
sleeping. 
O'Ryan then crept he says, on his hands 
and"^ knees down the corridor to check 
the disturbance 
so that 
Holt 
might 
sleep. 
He looked into the other cor- 
ridor and found there was nothing there. 
As he was about to start back O'Ryan 
said he heard a noise that sounded like 
a revolver shot. 


Trips Over Holt's Body. 
"I ran back to the cell and said to 
myself, 'He's doing it. 
Somebody slip- 
ped him a gun.' 
I looked into his cell 
and did not see him. 
Then I thought 
may be he had been shot from the out- 
side. 
I said to myself, 'he might shoot 
me' so I drew my revolver and went 
into the cell, expecting him to jump at 
me. 
It was dark and I couldn't see 
him. 
I 
tripped 
and fell. 
When 
looked down I saw that I had fallen 
over his body." 


Martin W. Littleton, who had been 
retained as counsel for Holt, reached 
Mineaola today and 
examined 
Holt's 
cell closely. 
Mr. Littleton climbed up 
the iron bars on the side of the cell as 
Holt apparently had done before com 
mitting suicide, to see if it were pos- 
sible for a man to kill himself in that 
manner. 
Mr. Littleton was convinced 
that it was. 


Upon leaving the jail Mr. Littleton 
sent the following telegram to Thomas 
R, James at Dallas, Texas: 


Holt a 
suicide in jail 
here. 
Cn- 
doubtedly demented. 
Do you wish body 
shipped to Dallas?" 


Find Much Dynamite. 
Holt lay dead 
today in an 
under- 
taker's 
establishment ' a t 
Hempstead, 
Long Island and the New York police 
had in their possession his trunk con- 
taining 134 half pound sticks of dyna- 
mite with which they believed he plan- 
ned to wreck public buildings in New 
York and other cities. 


An autopsy early today 
established 
the fact that" Holt committed suicide by 
leaping from the top of his cell door in 
the Mineaola, Long Island 
jail while 
the keeper's back was turned last night. 


Walter R. Jones, the IMineaola coron- 
er, issued a statement after an autopsy 
had been performed by the prison phy- 
sician. 
He said; 


"Holt came to his death by a com- 
pound fracture of the skull and cereberal 
hemorrhage caused by a fall." 


Holt's suicide followed closely upon 
the discovery of evidence tending 
to 
confirm the suspicion that he was Erich 
Muenter, the former Harvard instructor, 
who was accused of poisoning his wife 
in 1906. 


Day Set for Hearing. 


This was the day set for Holt's pre 
liminary arraignment on the charge of 
shooting Mr. Morgan. 


Investigation was in progi-ess today 
to ascertain whether his suicide was due 
to negligence of any jail oflicial. 
The 
shipment to New York of Holt's trunk: 
containing dynamite enough to destroy 
a city block was also the subject of in- 
quiry. 
Polite 
officials inspected 
the 
cottage at Central Park. L. I., where 
Holt had spent two weeks conducting 
experiments in the manufacture of in- 
fernal machines and in target practice 
with a revolver. 


Tt was reported today that Holt had 
told a detective that he had put fifty 
poimds of dynamite on boartl a vessel 
which had since left New York. 
Wire- 
less stations along the coast endeavored 
to reach steamers which had left here 
since June 29 to warn them of the pos- 
sibility of an explosion.

Indianapolis, July 7.—"That there is 
widespread disrespect for the law is not 
to be denied," said Thomas F. Davison, 
president of the State Bar Association 
of Indiana, at the opening session of 
the nineteenth annual meeting of the 
association here" today. 
Mr. 
Davison 
said: "Useless, foolish and unjust laws" 
are the cause of much of this disrespect. 
Another cause, he said, was political 
"bosses" and political corruption. 


"A 
recent 
count,"

continued, 
"showed that for five years ending De- 
cember 1, 1913, more than 62,000 laws 
had been passed by the United States 
congress. 
We are passing too many 
laws; too many ill-considered, unwise, 
useless and foolish laws. We are trying 
to substitute the code for character, ad- 
minister 
morality 
hypodermically by 
statute and to do for'the individual by 
legislative act what he could, should and 
would do much better for himself."

He discussed "The Next Step in 
the National Control of Corporations." 
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SAYS HOLT WAS MUENTER. 


Chicago Professor Certain as to Man's 
Identity. 
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Chicago, 
July 
7.—Identification 
of 
Frank Holt, the assailant of J. P. Mor- 
gan as Erich Muenter, the missing Har- 
vard professor, who was suspcctcd of 
having caused the death of his wife, is 
made here by Prof. Chester I. Gould, of 
the University of Chicago. 


Prof. Gould in a statement, made pub- 
lic today, admitted that he had identi- 
fied Muenter, who was a formor student 
at the University of Chicago, while at 
Conieli university last November. 
He 
said he decided for several reasons not 
to expose the man as "he seemed to be 
getting along so nicely, and I thought 
it was better to let well eiiough alone." 


Prof. Gould's statement, in part, fol- 
low.s: 


"When I arrived at Cornidl university 
last Xovpuibor to 
engage in 
research 
work, I was introduced to 
Dr. 
Frank 
Holt, hut i)aid little attention to Jiim 
at tiiat time. 
He n.'iked me how Cut- 
ting and Allen, two University of Chi- 
cago profes.sors, were getting along, 
told him and asked him 
if he knew 
them. 
He said he did not but had heard 
of them. 


"Holt's carriage and speech had rather 
stayed with me and reminded me of 
some one but 
I could not 
remember 
whom. 
Then ray mental assoclatioi^s 
began to work, and I said, "I know who 
it is, it is Muenter.' 


"The next time I saw him he looked 
squarely at me and said: 'Hello Gould.* 
His words had the attitude of a man 
stepping; back into an old familiarity, 
lie never avoided me, except on one oc- 
casion when I saw him with his wife 
and family. 


"I had èvery opportunity to observe 
him and hear him speak German and 
English and there , can be no doubt that 
Frank Holt WM Eticlr Mtwiter."

Atlantic a t y , N. J., July 7.—The na- 
tional board of directors of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America at an execu- 
tive session today adopted resolutions 
urging congress to submit to the states 
the proposed amendment to the federal 
constitution providing for national pro- 
hibition. 


The board also passed a 
resolution 
urging legislation that will prevent the 
use of the mails for the advertising of 
into.xicating liquors in dr>' territory. 


Another resolution adopted commend- 
ed President Wilson for refusing to re- 
nounce, despite strong pressure, a letter 
he is said to have written while gov- 
ernor of Xew Jersey to a citizen of 
Texas in which Mr.' Wilson is said to 
have declared that state prohibition is 
proper where public sentiment is ripe 
for it. Members of the league were urg- 
ing another resolution to call upon con- 
gressional representatives in their re- 
spective districts to support any meas- 
ure that will bring about national pro- 
hibition. 


Two interesting addresses were made 
at the morning session of the conven- 
tion. one by 
Rev. Kather 
Curran, of 
Wilkesbarre, and the other by former 
Governor Foss, of Massachusetts. Father

Washington dispatches say that much progress is being made m 


framing the farm loan measure to be proposed in connection ,y,th a 
rural credits bill when eonprcss convenes in November. It is a de- 
velopment, of conrse. of.the view hold in many .Barters that the 
government can render no more important service than to.assist in 
the development of its now unused agricultural acres, and that while 
Uncle Sam is making an effort to help other classes he should not 
overlook the farmer, and those ambitious to hecome tanners. 


Briefly, the plan which is being fathered by the department ol 


the Interior and the department of Labor purposes that the govern- 
ment lend to land buyers funds by which they may take up and pur- 
chase agricultural land on government reclamation projects, or other 
public lands, and the scheme provides for repayment on easy terms. 
First purpose of the movement is to assist, those who de.s.re to quit 
the congested cities by making it possible for them to embark m 
farming 
It is contended that this will go far toward solvmg the 


problem of unemployment never entirely absent from the .'it.u-s. 
It 


is proposed to operate the new system through departments ol gov- 
ernment already in existence to eliminate overhead charges, and that 
the entire project be conducted on. an economical plan to serve both 
the government and the citix.en alike. What congress Will do w,1h 
the Plan is of course problematical, hut there has been so persistent 
a demand for the rural credits legislation that the entire propos-.- 
tion bids fair to be worked out in tangible fashion and given a trial 


at least.

Conference at Chicago Ex- 


pected to Eesult in 


Good for Each. 


Chicago, July 7.—Bankers, 
farmers, 


educators from various state agricultu- 
ral schools nnd experts from the fed- 
eral department of agriculture met here 
todav for the first session of 
a two 


days' conference on the relations 
be- 


tween bankers and farmers. 
Consider- 


ation of economic and practical difficul- 
ties in the extension of the work of the 
Agricultural Commission on the Amer- 
ican Bankers' association was taken up 


F. B. Mumford. dean of the college of 


agriculture of the University of Mis- 
souri, said that the farmers' problem 
was essentially economic. 


"The solution of the economics of ag- 


riculture as related to Hie actual busi- 
ness of farming, will carry with it the 
solution of many of tlie other prob- 
lems of the rural community,"' lie said 
"Hut because European countries pro 
ducc a much larger yield per acre than 
the United States, it does not Ticccs 
snrily follow that the American farme 
would find it profitable or possible t> 
produce yields us large or to bring un 
der cultivation land relatively so poor 
Tlie factors of labor, price of produc 
and many other conditions must be re( 
ogni/cd. 
But taking all factors int 


account, it remains true that the Amer- 
ican farmer can largely 
increase his 


profits, better maintain the fertility of 
the soil and incidentally materially in- 
crease crops." 


Prof. Mumford pointed out that the 


American farmers as a clnss have been 
slow to adopt new methods and told of 
the difficulties facing the agricultural 
colleges when tbe institutions try to 
get the results of 
their 
experiments 


adopted generally. 
ITe said that 
the 


bankers of the country "are peculiarly 
well situated to help in advancing the 
cause of better agriculture" and added: 


"Txcccnl. investigations 
have 
clearly 


indicated that agriculture in America is 
under-capitalized. 
The very first step 


in farm betterment required a much 
larger amiiiint of capital in our agri- 
cultural operations than has been nti- 
li/.i'd in the past half century. Fer- 
tilizers cannot be purchased 
witliou* 


money and money cannot be obtained 
except, through the 
bankers. 
Neither 


can the American farmer buy the best 
tvpes of domestic 
animals 
without 


money. The real reason in many cases 
why agricult iirnl improvement has not 
been more rapid is because the farmer 
either has not been able to get money 
or did not feel justified in borrowing 
at current rates. 


"The bankers of America then 
can 


promote the cause of bettor agriculture 
by co-operating with the agricultural 
colleges, by promoting the locating of 
county agricultural agents and by loan- 
ing money at low rates for the pur- 
chase of fertilizers, building of silos, 
feeding to alfalfa, purchase of register- 
ed sires and for all other enterprises 
which have been demonstrated to be in 
the, interests of a permanently prosper- 
ous agriculture." 


Somewhat similar points were 
ad- 


vanced by 11 U Russell, director of tin 
College of Agriculture of the University 
of Wisconsin. He devoted his paper tc 
a discussion of the work of count} 
agents and urged increased agriciiltura 
extension service by state schools.

Indianapolis, July ".- Every saloon- 


keeper in Indiuiinpolis today received 
written notice from Hie Indiana Law 
Enforcement nnd Reform league that 
he must conduct Ms business strictly 
according to law. The notice was mail- 
ed from the league's headquarters, 1503 
Merchants Bank building, which is also 
the. hendrmartcrs of the Indiana Brew- 
ers' association. The fact that the In- 
diana, brewers are supporting this new 
movement has already been publicly an- 
nounced. 


The. letter of warning to the saloon- 


keepers states plainly that "unless the 
liijuor business can be changed to con- 
form to the demands of public opinion, 
prohibition will surely follow." It states 
further that a majority of the saloon- 
keepers of Indianapolis are known to 
be in favor of observing the law, but 
that the action of a few, or the worst 
element in the business, has brought all 
of the retail liquor dealers into dis- 
repute. ''Remember the law violator is 
vour worst enemy and you are under 
no obligation to protect him," continues 
the letter in urging saloon-keepers to 
assist in the movement by reporting any 
law violations upon the part of com- 
petitors. 


The warning to the Indianapolis sa- 


loon-keepers insists particularly 
that 


gambling and wine rooms should be dis- 
continued.' H warns that drinks are 
not to be sold to minors, intoxicated 
persona or habitual drunkards and that 
the saloons must remain closed on-such 
days as the law requires. While the 
entire tone of the league's letter 
is 


friendly, there is no mistaking 
the 


warning which is given to the Indian- 
apolis saloon-keepers. 


James ('. Kelly, of the Indiana Brew- 


ers' association, who is also acting as 
temporary secretary of the new reform 
league, had little to s"y today rela- 
tive to the letter of warning except 
that the league "means business." 


"I am conlidcnt,'' said he, "that a 


big majority of the saloon-keepers will 
co-operate with us in this movement. 
The few who continue to defy public 
opinion and to violate the, liquor laws 
will surely come to grief. 
This is an 


absolutely' independent 
movement, 
in 


which there will be no favorites of any

Widespread Disrespect for 


Law Exists, Says State 


Bar President; 


Indianapolis, July ".—"That there is 


widespread disrespect for the law is not 
to be denied," said Thomas F. Davison, 
president of the State Bar Association
